SUBJECT: COMMONWEALTH HEADS OF GOVERNMENT REGIONAL MEETING - 
FEBRUARY 13-16, 1978

1 . SUMMARY: THE COMMONWEALTH HEADS OF GOVERNMENT REGIONAL 
MEETING HELD IN SYDNEY FEBRUARY 13-16 ENDED SATISFACTORILY FOR 
THE AUSTRALIAN GOVERNMENT AND PROBABLY FOR MOST OF THE OTHER 
NATIONS IN ATTENDANCE. THE CONFERENCE AGREED TO FORM CONSULTATIVE 
OR WORKING GROUPS ON TRADE, ENERGY, TERRORISM AND ILLICIT DRUGS. 

THE GOA ALSO ANNOUNCED A CHANGED POLICY ON THE COMMON FUND WHICH 
WAS WELL RECEIVED. INDIA WILL HOST THE NEXT REGIONAL CONFERENCE 

IN NEW DELHI IN 1980. END SUMMARY. 

2. IN A PRESS CONFERENCE FEBRUARY 12. PRIOR TO THE OPENING OF 
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THE REGIONAL MEETING, PRIME MINISTER FRASER NOTED "IT WOULD 
BE WRONG IF ANYONE EXPECTED GREAT AND DRAMATIC RESULTS FROM 
THIS CONFERENCE." FRASER ACKNOWLEDGED THAT NO SINGLE MEETING 
COULD SOLVE MAJOR PROBLEMS, BUT EXPRESSED HIS DETERMINATION TO 
USE THE RESOURCES OF THE COMMONWEALTH ASSOCIATION TO FURTHER 
THE GOALS OF COMMONWEALTH MEMBERS IN ASIA AND THE PACIFIC.

PEACOCK EXPRESSED SATISDACTION WITH THE RESULTS OBTAINED AND 
EXPRESSED THE BELIEF THAT OTHER PARTICIPATING NATIONS WERE SATIS- 
FIED AS WELL. 

3. THE CONFERENCE BEGAN WITH WIDE RANGING ADDRESSES FROM ALL 
THE HEADS OF STATE ON WORLD AND REGIONAL POLITICAL TRENDS. 

POLITICAL DISCUSSION CENTERED ON THE ASIA PACIFIC AREA AND TOUCHED 
ON PROBLEMS IN SOUTH AFRICA. THE MIDDLE EAST. AND CONTINUING 
DISARMAMENT EFFORTS. 

4. SPECIFICALLY, THE CONFEREES AGREED: 

(1) TO SET UP A CONSULTATIVE GROUP ON TRADE (TO BE CHAIRED 

BY AUSTRALIA) "TO EXAMINE MEASURES TO FACILITATE TRAVEL WITHIN 
THE REGION, TO IMPROVE COMMUNICATIONS AND REDUCE THE COST OF 
INTRA-REGIONAL TRANSPORTATION OF GOODS, AND TO SIMPLIFY PROCEDURES 
FOR INTRA-REGIONAL TRADE TO REDUCE NON-TARIFF BARRIERS AND FACILITATE 
TRADE." 

(2) TO SET UP A CONSULTATIVE GROUP ON ENERGY (TO BE CHAIRED 

BY INDIA) "TO DEVELOP AND DIFFUSE APPROPRIATE TECHNOLOGY ON THE 
USE OF ALTERNATE SOURCES OF ENERGY SUCH AS SOLAR ENERGY, BIOGAS 
AND WIND POWER." 

(3) TO SET UP A WORKING GROUP ON TERRORISM (CHAIRED BY 
SINGAPORE) "TO EXPLORE WAYS TO ENLARGE COLLABORATION IN COMBATTING 
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TERRORISM." (ALTHOUGH NOT ON THE ORIGINAL AGENDA, TERRORISM 
BECAME AN IMPORTANT ISSUE FOLLOWING A BOMB BLAST OUTSIDE THE 
HILTON HOTEL, WHICH KILLED TWO PEOPLE AND SERIOUSLY WOUNDED FIVE 
OTHERS, EARLY IN THE MORNING OF THE OPENING DAY OF THE CONFERENCE. 
AFTER THE CONFERENCE, MALAYSIAN PRIME MINISTER HUSSEIN ONN 
CANCELLED A PRIVATE VISIT TO MELBOURNE FOLLOWING TERRORIST 
THREATS TO KIDNAP HIM.) 

(4) TO SET UP A WORKING GROUP ON ILLICIT DRUGS 

(CHAIRED BY MALAYSIA) "TO SUPPRESS THE TRAFFIC. ..AND TO COOPERATE 
WITH EACH OTHER ON THESE MATTERS RECOGNIZING THAT THE WORK OF 
INTERNATIONAL AGENCIES FORMED THE BASIS FOR SUCH REGIONAL 
COOPERATION." 

5. THE CONFEREES ALSO AGREED ON THE NEED TO DEVELOP PRO- 
GRAMS TO ASSIST SMALL STATES AND AGREED TO NAME A CONSULTANT 
(TO BE PROVIDED BY THE COMMONWEALTH SECRETARIAT) TO BE BASED 
IN FUI IN THE SOUTH PACIFIC BUREAU FOR ECONOMIC COOPERATION, 

WHOSE DUTIES WOULD INCLUDE THE COORDINATION OF FOLLOW-UP ACTION 
FOR THE ABOVE FOUR CONSULTATIVE AND WORKING GROUPS. (THE GOA HAS 
AGREED TO FINANCE THIS CONSULTANT'S ACTIVITIES FOR THE NEXT 12 
MONTHS.) THE NATIONS ALSO AGREED TO MEET AGAIN IN NEW DELHI IN 
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1980. THE PARTICIPATING NATIONS AGREED THAT THE SYDNEY MEETING 
SHOULD NOT LEAD TO THE ESTABLISHMENT OF ANY NEW PERMANENT 
GROUPING WITHIN THE COMMONWEALTH NOR SHOULD IT FRAGMENT THE 
COMMONWEALTH. MOREVER, IT WOULD NOT COMPETE WITH ASEAN, THE SOUTH 
PACIFIC COMMISSION, OR OTHER EXISTING ORGANIZATIONS. IT WOULD 
REMAIN A LOOSE, INFORMAL, CONSULTATIVE ORGANIZATION WITH NO 
PERMANENT STAFF. 

6. THE DEVELOPING NATIONS ATTENDING THE CONFERENCE WERE PLEASED 
BY AUSTRALIA'S TURN-AROUND ON THE COMMON FUND. THE GOA AGREED 
THAT "CONTINUING INSTABILITY IN COMMODITY PRICES GENERALLY AND 
THE RECENT SHARP DECLINE IN THE PRICES OF SOME COMMODITIES 

WERE ADVERSELY AFFECTING DEVELOPMENT IN ALL PRODUCING COUNTRIES 
AND AGGRAVATING THE ALREADY SERIOUS BALANCE OF PAYMENTS AND 
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DEBT SERVICING PROBLEM OF MANY DEVELOPING COUNTRIES." FRASER 
ALSO ANNOUNCED THAT IT WAS NOW AUSTRALIA'S POSITION THAT A 
COMMON FUND SHOULD BE FUNDED NOT ONLY BY CONTRIBUTIONS FROM 
PRODUCERS AND CONSUMERS BUT ALSO BY DIRECT CONTRIBUTIONS FROM 
GOVERNEMENTS. FRASER ALSO ANNOUNCED THAT IT WAS NOW AUSTRALIA'S 
POSITION THAT IT WOULD BE PROPER FOR THE COMMON FUND TO PAY FOR 
OTHER MEASURES INVOLVED IN THE TRANSPORT AND DISTRIBUTION OF 
COMMODITIES. 

7. THE GOA WAS GRATEFUL THAT THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES REPRESENTED 
DID NOT ATTACK AUSTRALIA’S HIGHLY PROTECTED ECONOMY. FRASER DID 
WHAT HE COULD TO DEFUSE THIS ISSUE BY CLAIMING THAT AUSTRALIA'S 
IMPORTS OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTS FROM DEVELOPING COUNTRIES WERE 
SLIGHTLY HIGHER PER CAPITA THAN U.S. IMPORTS FROM DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES, ALMOST DOUBLE EEC IMPORTS, AND ALMOST THREE TIMES AS 
HIGH AS lAPAN'S. HE SUGGESTED THAT AUSTRALIA WOULD BE ABLE TO 
TAKE EVEN MORE IMPORTS FROM DEVELOPING COUNTRIES IF AND WHEN 
THE EEC, THE U.S. AND JAPAN LESSENED THEIR BARRIERS AGAINST 
AUSTRALIA. DFA SOURCES CLAIMED THAT HUSSEIN ONN ACKNOWLEDGED 
AUSTRALIA’S EMPLOYMENT AND TRADE DIFFICULTIES AND RESULTANT 
NEED FOR PROTECTIONIST MEASURES, AND THAT EVEN SINGAPORE'S 

PRIME MINISTER LEE AVOIDED HIS USUAL HEAVY ATTACKS ON AUSTRALIAN 
PROTECTIONISM. 

8. DFA SOURCES ADMITTED THAT INITIALLY THERE WAS SOME 
RELUCTANCE TO INVITE INDIA TO ATTEND THE CONFERENCE BECAUSE 
OF THE SHEER SIZE OF THAT COUNTRY. HOWEVER, PRESIDENT 
DESAI HAD PROBABLY BEEN THE MOST EFFEVTIVE CONTRIBUTOR 

TO THE CONFERENCE AND THE AUSTRALIANS BELIEVE THAT INDIA 
ESPECIALLY WELCOMED THE OPPORTUNITY TO INCREASE ITS PRESENCE 
IN THE ASIA-PACIFIC AREA. THE GOA ALSO WELCOMED THE OPPORTUNITY 
TO INCREASE ITS ADMITTEDLY WEAK CONTACTS WITH INDIA. 

GOA OFFICIALS WERE ESPECIALLY GRATIFIED THAT PRESIDENT DESAI 
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OFFERED TO HOST THE NEXT CONFERENCE IN 1980, BECAUSE THERE WAS 
REAL DOUBT THAT THERE WOULD BE A FOLLOW-UP MEETING. 

9. IN SUM, ALTHOUGH CONCRETE RESULTS WERE FEW, THE GOA 
WAS PLEASED WITH THE ADMITTEDLY LIMITED RESULTS OF THE 
CONFERENCE, PLEASED THAT IT PUT AUSTNLIA IN THE 
LIMELIGHT, AND HOPEFUL THAT IT WILT. LEAD TO GREATER REGIONAL 
COOPERATION AND BETTER USE OF THE COMMONWEALTH ORGANIZATION. 

10. THE CONFERENCE COMMUNIQUE WILL BE FORWARDED TO ADDRESSEE 
POSTS. ALSTON UNQUOTE VANCE 
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
